Crushed By Trolley Car. 


Henry Shepherd was killed by a trol- 


ley car on the Willow Grove line of the 
Philadelphia Rapid Transit company ic 
one of the most peculiar accidents 
ever reported.

Washington. April 7. — "With only j

In brief the b:li es- 


tablishes the doctrine that the rail- 
road companies engaged in interstate 
commerce are liabie for persona! in- 
juries received by employes in the 
service of such carriers. It abolish*.s 
the strict common law rule of liability 
which bars a.recovery for the personal' 
injury or death of an employe, oc- • 
casioned by the negligence of a fellow 
servant. It also relaxes the common 
law rule which makes contributory 
nesligence a defense to claims for 
such injuries. 
A provision, however, 


diminishes the amount of the recovery 
in the same degree that the negligence' 
of the injured one contributed to the • 
injury. The bill further makes each 
party responsible for his own negli- 
gent e and requires each to bear the 
burden thereof. 


The bill as passed by the house -was 


transmitted to the senate, and on 
motion of Senator Dolliver was laid 
on the table subject to being called 
up at any time. Mr. Dolliver explain- 
ed that the bill is quite similar to the 
measure reported to the senate from

The Sterling Measure Passed by 


ONLY 
ONE 
VOTE 
AGAINST 


Washington, April 7. — With only 
one vote recorded against it, that of 
Mr. Littlefield, of Maine, the house or 
representatives, under suspension of 
the rules, passed the Sterling em­ 
ployers’ liability bill after forty min­ 
utes’ debate. 
In brief the bill es­ 
tablishes the doctrine that the rail­ 
road companies engaged in interstate 
commerce are liable for personal in­ 
juries received by employes in the 
service of such carriers. 
It abolishes 
the strict common law rule of liability 
which bars a,recovery for the personal 
injury or death of an employe, oc­ 
casioned by tho negligence of a fellow 
servant. 
It also relaxes the common 
law rule which makes contributory 
negligence a defense to claims for 
such injuries. 
A provision, however, 
diminishes the amount of the recovery 
in the same degree that the negligence 
of the injured one contributed to tho 
injury. 
The bill further makes each 
party responsible for his own negli­ 
gence and requires *each to bear the 
burden thereof. 
The bill as passed by the house was 
transmitted to the senate, and on 
motion of Senator Dolliver was laid 
on the table subject to being called 
up at any time. 
Mr. Dolliver explain­ 
ed that the bill is quite similar to the 
measure reported to the senate from 
the committee on education and labor. 
Mr. 
Dolliver contemplates asking 
the senate to agree to take up the bill 
at an earjy day. 
He will probably 
move to substitute the senate measure 
for the house bill, and after the senate 
acts will then leave to conferees the 
task of agreeing upon a compromise 
measure. 
The house bill is much more sweep­ 
ing than the senate bill, as it applies 
to all “common carriers,** while the 
senate bill applies only to “common 
carriers by railroad.”

Announcement was made in New 
by Rev. Geo. N. Lauffer. 
I York that Andrew Carnegie would 
add $5,000,000 to the fund of the 
Carnegie Foundation, or whatever sure 
might be necessary to include as pen 
sion beneficiaries eligible professors 
of state universities. 
No provision 
was made for this class of educators 
in the original gift, for the reason 
stated by *Mr. Carnegie at the time 
that the doner thought it possible 
that such institutions might prefei 
that their relations -should continue 
exclusively with the state from which 
their chief support was derived. 
This 
view was not taken by the National 
Association 
of 
State 
Universities, 
which, in the year following the es 
tablishment of the foundation, peti­ 
tioned the trustees for admittance tc 
the benefits of the retiring allowance 
system. 
It was then found that the 
earnings of the original fund of $10,* 
000,00p were exhausted through the 
outlet already planned, and that if the 
faculties of all state universities were 
to be benefited, an additional $5,000,* 
000 would be required. The additional 
donation will be in 5 per cent bonds, 
providing an added annual income oJ 
$250,000, and a total for yearly dis­ 
bursement of $750,000. 


Primaries Allow Party Votes Only. 
• Harrisburg, March 3.—The state de­ 
partment issued this statement relative 10 
the uniform primary law : 
“ Letters and opinions indicate that at 
the orimary^election,* votes cast by the 
electors of one party for a candidate of 
another party will be consolidated and 
returned in the total'vote for such candi­ 
date. 
This can not be. 
To allow this to 
be done would be to defeat the principal 
purpose of the primary act, which aims 
to prevent the voters of one party from 
participating in the nomination of the can­ 
didates of another party. 
Any names 
written in a-Democratic party ballot must 
be counted'only as votes for Democrats 
and be listed on the returns an democratic 
votes and vice versa.

Washington, April 7. — With only 
one vote recorded against it, that of 
Mr. Littlefield, of Maine, the house of 
representatives, under suspension of 
the rules, 
passed the Sterling em­ 
ployers’ liability bill after forty min­ 
utes’ debate. 
In brief the bill es­ 
tablishes the doctrine that the rail­ 
road companies engaged in interstate 
commerce are liable for personal in­ 
juries received by employes in the 
service of such carriers. 
It abolishes 
the strict common law rule of liability 
which bars a .recovery for the personal 
injury or death of an employe, oc­ 
casioned by tho negligence of a fellow 
servant. 
It also relaxes the common 
law rule which makes contributory 
negligence a defense to claims for 
such injuries. 
A provision, however, 
diminishes the amount of the recovery 
in the same degree that the negligence 
of the injured one contributed to tho 
injury* 
The bill further makes each 
party responsible for his own negli­ 
gence and requires -each to bear the 
burden thereof. 
The bill as passed by the house was 
transmitted to the senate, and on 
motion of Senator Dolliver was laid 
on the table subject to being called 
up at any time. 
Mr. Dolliver explain­ 
ed that the bill is quite similar to the 
measure reported to the senate from 
the committee on education and labor. 
Mr. 
Dolliver contemplates asking 
the senate to agree to take up the bill 
at an earjy day. 
He will probably 
move to substitute the senate measure 
for the house bill, and after the senate 
acts will then leave to conferees the 
task of agreeing upon a compromise 
measure. 
The house bill is much more sweep­ 
ing than the senate bill, as it applies 
to all "common carriers,” while the 
senate bill applies only to “common 
carriers by railroad.” 


Senate Passes Army Bill. 
Washington, April 7. — The army 
bill, carrying an appropriation of al­ 
most $100,000,000, was passed by the 
senate practically as reported from 
the 
committee on military 
affairs. 
The bill materially incren* 
the pay 
of officers and enlisted men of the 
army.

known :o me why we should not have a= uniformly efficient schools in the 
country as in the cities, unless it is because the conservatism. wVieh looms 
large in the farmer, and the disposition to mix schools wi:h politics are al- 
lowed to obstruct the policies which are necessary to the making of the best 
schools.

the fact that insurance funds are trust funds and should be 
safe-guarded where the interests of the officials and the interests 
of the policyholders come into conflict. 
In a stock company the distribution of the surplus is deter- 


mined by the stockholders. In the absence of special provision the stockholders 
are lega'lly entitled to take the entire surplus in stock dividends and make no 
refund to'the policyholders. A Xew Jersey stock cpmpany is now paying ten 
per cent, dividends] which is nearly 220 per cent, on the original capital paid 


Recognizing that stockholders are not likely to make an equitable distri- 


bution as between themselves and the policyfcolders. the Xew Jersey Legisla- 
ture of 1907 has limited dividends to stockholders to ten per cent, of the par 
value of their stock and provided for the distriDution of the assets in the case 
of the dissolution of any Xew Jersey life-insurance company. Wisconsin found 
that "where the interests of the policyholders and those of the stockholders 
came into conflict, the policyholders suffered,"' and now requires every stock 
company selling participating policies to determine and report the respective 
rights o"f policyholders and stockholders in the unassigned surplus before being 
licensed to do'business in the State. The reasons for and the wisdom of these 
provisions are evident. 
In case the company be a mutual company the policyholders are entitled 


to all of the surplus, and only enough should be retained by the company 
from year to year to constitute a factor of safety. In order to prevent the 
accumulation of an unnecessarily large amount at .the expense of the policy- 
holders. Xew York has limited the amount of the "contingency reserve" of 
domestic life-insurance corporations.—From The World Today.

Game Birds Along Railroads. 


"I don't believe the chicken and 


grouse shooting will be as good next 
season as it was last in the country 
directly tributary to Duluth." said T.

The load- 
ed cars often leak a little, scatter- 
ing parts of their contents between 
the rails, where the chickens and oth- 
er birds can easily get a: the grain. 
This makes rich pickings for them. 
and every winter they are to be found 
along the railroad tracks if there are 
any of the birds in the country. 


"After the close of the hunting sea- 


son the scattered flocks get together 
again, and often two or three flecks 
consolidate, making one big bunch of 
forty or fifty birds. 
When they fly 


up from the track they generally 
create a sensation among those ot 
the passengers who happen to be 
•portsmen. I haven't seen a single 


one of these big flocks this year yet, 
seeming to show there are not so 
many birds as formerly. The most I 
nave seen together this winter were 
six or eight, and generally they are 
in twos and threes. I guess the coun- 
| try is pretty thoroughly covered by

handle the city's trade. 


Yet if the metropolis has not arrived 


at an exclusively horseless age—or 
rather at that of electric transportation 
—each Xew Year's Day finds it a 
long way further on its progress tow- 
ard the electrical era. The things 
that cannot be done by electricity now 
are hardly worth doing. 


Indeed, in all parts of the country 


the use of electricity and electrical 


i apparatus is undoubtedly increasing by 
j leaps and bounds. Whether it 
be 


milking a cow or creating a tempera- 
ture of such intense heat as has nev- 


| er before been obtained—a mere trifle, 
j perhaps, of T200 degrees—the volatile 
! agent lured from the clouds by Frank- 
| lin is almost invariably called on. 
\ 
In its commercial aspect, toor elec- 


j tricky permeates all business life. - It 
j is not surprising that the United 


States not only leads all countries of 
the world in manufacturing electrical 
apparatus but also sends men abroad 


! to do the construction work. In many 
i of the most highly productive manu- 
| facturing districts of the United States 
i electric power is being installed about 
j ten times more generally than any oth- 
j er kind. The total of sales for 1907 
j Is not yet available, but those of 190o 


of the three greatest producers of this 
field in the United States, and, there- 
fore, of course, in the world—the 
Western Electric company, the Gener- 
al Electric and the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric—reached the enormous sum of 
more than $160,000,000. 


The product represented by this big 


total enters into the daily lives of all 
classes of Americans. Take, for ex- 
ample, the output of the Western Elec- 
tric company, the largest of the big 
three, the sales of which alone last 
year approximated 870,000.000. 
The 


great bulk of these consisted not in 
power plants or huge engines, but in 
that universal agent of everyday life— 


j the ubiquitous telephone. More than 


§85.000.000 worth of telephones and 
telephone supplies was produced in 
the United States last year, and of this 
sum the WTestern Electric, manufactur- 
er under the Bell patents, turned out 
by far the greater -part. With the 
country sending over the wires some- 
thing 
like 15,000,000,000 telephone 


talks every year, these figures give 
some indication of the extent to which 
through the telephone the whole coun- 
try is being electrified. 


At about tae middle SO's. when the 


Western Electric first began to turn 
out telephones, the total output for 
the year was 60,000 instruments. Xow 
at its gigantic factories in Xew York 
that total represents oily two weeks' 
output, for the instruments are man- 
ufactured at the astounding rate of 
5000 daily, or say 1,500,000 a year. 
More than 28,000 employes of this 
company were kept busy last year in 
turning out the little talk machines 
and their accessories, the switch- 
boards and other apparatus being 
manufactured at the Chicago headquar- 
ters. 
The results of this labor, if 


combined into a single instrument, 
would create a monster telephone near- 
ly 300 miles high and weighing almost 
4<~>00 tons—a coiossal monument to 
the use of electricity in everyday life. 


Other uses of electricity are almost 


too familiar to mention. The whole 
matter is still a scientific marvel. The 
business inan in his office looks at an 
electric clock and takes an electric 
car for his home. An electric bell 
is at his door: electricity lights his 
honse. and perhaps warms it too; it 
may even cook his dinner. All the 
while the telephone keeps the man in j 
touch with the world wherever he' 
goes. Even the milk left at the door j 
in the morning is handled by electric 
machinery in the dairy whence it 
comes; the flour in the bread is pro- 
duced by electrical machinery; the 
cloth which covers one's body owes its 
debt to the subtle vibrating medium. 


Indeed, the time has apparently 


come when an old saying must be re- 
vised, for to-day, at any rate, it is 
electricity which makes the world go 
round, although seme scientists find 
that love is an affair of s^MI0 electri- 
cal currents. Herein Uncle Sam has 
outstripped Cupid and is a_.aia to tae 
front. 


During the latest year covered by 


federal reports electric transportation 
lines in the United States carried six 
times as many passengers as the steam 
lines, although the mileage of the lat- 
ter was approximately eight times 
greater. Yankee push, which has built a 
trolley line to Egypt's pyramids, the 
earth's oldest monuments, is to-day st»- 
pervising electric transportation all 
over the world. Every year through 
this agency alone the electric age is 
being brought to new millions. 


An electrician of international note 


recently remarked: "The single agen- 
cy of electricity has increased tht 
span of mortal life- i««une4 bj what 


can be accomplished in it, to manj 
times that of our forefathers. Judged 
either by communication, transporta- 
tion or production, we, through elec 
tricity, can do more in an hour thai 
could they in a day."—New York Trib- 
une.

The job-hunter would haunt the schools in the cities even more 
than those in the country, if the sentiment of the people would allow it. The 
cities give much moneyed support to the country schools. 
The State is quite 
as much interested in the country as in the city schools. 
There is no reason 
known to me why we should not have as uniformly efficient schools in the 
country as in the cities, unless it is because the conservatism, wVich looms 
large in the farmer, and the disposition to mix schools with politics are al­ 
lowed to obstruct the policies which are necessary to the making of the best

This is the motor age, but even the 
casual observer has no difficulty in 
still discovering horses on New York’s 
streets—indeed, in finding them in 
such numbers as often to make the 
crossing of a thoroughfare something 
of a problem. The average person, of 
course, might naturally wonder why 
horses should not be seen there until 
his memory is jogged into recalling a 
statement of Thomas A. Edison, made 
last year, to the effect that by Christ­ 
mas of 1908 the horse for commercial 
uses would have disappeared from 
metropolitan streets, to make room 
for electric horseless carts, wagons, 
drays and all the other vehicles which 
handle the city’s trade. 


Yet if the metropolis has not arrived 
at an exclusively horseless age—or 
rather at that of electric transportation 
—each New Year’s Day finds it a 
long way further on its progress tow­ 
ard the electrical era. 
The things 
that cannot be done by electricity now 
are hardly worth doing. 


Indeed, in all parts of the country 
the use of electricity and electrical 
apparatus is undoubtedly increasing by 
leaps and bounds. 
Whether 
it 
be 
milking a cow or creating a tempera­ 
ture of such intense heat as has nev­ 
er before been obtained—a mere trifle, 
perhaps, of 7200 degrees—the volatile 
agent lured from tlie clouds by Frank­ 
lin is almost invariably called on. 


In Its commercial aspect, toor elec­ 
tricity permeates all business life. 
It 
is not surprising that the 
United 
States not only leads all countries of 
the world in manufacturing electrical 
apparatus but also sends men abroad 
to do the construction work. In many 
of the most highly productive manu­ 
facturing districts of the United States 
electric power is being installed about 
ten times more generally than any oth­ 
er kind. 
The total of sales for 1907 
is not yet available, but those of 190(3 
of the three greatest producers of this 
field in the United States, and, there­ 
fore, of course, in the world—the 
Western Electric company, the Gener­ 
al Electric and the Westinghouse Elec­ 
tric—reached the enormous sum of 
more than $160,000,000. 


The product represented by this big 
total enters into the daily lives of all 
classes of Americans. 
Take, for ex­ 
ample, the output of the Western Elec­ 
tric cbmpany, the largest of the big 
three, the sales of which alone last 
year approximated $70,000,000. 
The 
groat bulk of these consisted not in 
power plants or huge engines, but in 
that universal agent of everyday life— 
the ubiquitous telephone. 
Alore than 
$85,000,000 worth of telephones and 
telephone supplies was produced in 
the United States last year, and of this 
sum the Western Electric, manufactur­ 
er under the Bell patents, turned out 
by far the greater -part. 
With the 
country sending over the wires some­ 
thing 
like 
15,000,000,000 
telephone 
talks every year, these figures give 
some indication of the extent to which 
through the telephone the whole coun­ 
try is being electrified. 


At about the middle 80’s, when the 
Western Electric first began to turn 
out telephones, the total output for 


can be accomplished in it, to man 
times that of our forefathers. Judge 
either by communication, transporta 
tion or production, we, through elec 
tricity, can do more in an hour tha 
could they in a day.”—New York Trib 
une.

In a stock company the distribution of the surplus is deter­ 
mined by the stockholders. In the absence of special provision the stockholders 
are legally entitled to take the entire surplus in stock dividends and make no 
refund to the policyholders. A New Jersey stock epmpany is now paying ten 
per cent, dividends, which is nearly 220 per cent, on the original capital paid 
in. 
Recognizing that stockholders are not likely to make an equitable distri­ 
bution as between themselves and the policyholders, the New Jersey Legisla­ 
ture of 1907 has limited dividends to stockholders to ten per cent, of the par 
value of their stock and provided for the distribution of the assets in the case 
of the dissolution of any New Jersey life-insurance company. 
Wisconsin found 
that "where the interests of the policyholders and those of the stockholders 
came into conflict, the policyholders suffered,11 and now requires every stock 
company selling participating policies to determine and report the respective 
rights of policyholders and stockholders in the unassigned surplus before being 
licensed to do business in the State. The reasons for and the wisdom of these 
provisions are evident. 


In case the company be a mutual company the policyholders are entitled 


to all of -the surplus, and only enough should be retained by the company 
from year to year to constitute a factor of safety. 
In order to prevent the 
accumulation of an unnecessarily large amount at .the expense of the policy­ 
holders, New York has limited the amount of the “contingency reserve” of 
domestic life-insurance corporations.—From The World Today. 


Game Birds Along Railroads. 


“I don’t believe the chicken and 
grouse shooting will be as good next 
season as *it was last in the country 
directly tributary to Duluth/' said T. 
T. Peters, of St. Paul. 
“My only 
reason for this belief Is the fact that 
I do not see as many birds from the 
car windows in traveling through 
northern Minnesota as I did a year 
ago at this time. 


MI have noticed, and the rrailroad 
men have told me, that chickens al­ 
ways collect near a railroad track 
in winter in this part of the State, 
so as to be where they can pick up 
gravel and scattered grain. The load­ 
ed cars often leak a little, scatter­ 
ing parts of their contents between 
the rails, where the chickens and oth­ 
er birds can easily get at the grain. 
This makes rich pickings for them, 
and every winter they are to be found 
along the railroad tracks if there are 
any of the birds in the country. 


“After the close of the hunting sea­ 
son the scattered flocks get together 
again, and often two or three flocks 
consolidate, making one big bunch of 
forty or fifty birds. 
When they fly 
up from 
the track they generally 
create a sensation among those ot 
the passenger3 who happen to 
be 


one of the&e big flocks this year yet, 
seeming to show there are not so 
many birds as formerly. The most I 
have seen together this winter were 
six or eight, and generally they are 
in twos and threes. I guess the coun­ 
try is pretty thoroughly covered by 
hunters and their dogs, and the chick­ 
ens suffered severely.”—Duluth Her­ 
ald.

touch with the world wherever he 
goes. 
Even the milk left at the door 
in the morning is handled by electric 
machinery in the dainy whence it 
conies; the flour in the bread is pro­ 
duced by electrical machinery; the 
cloth which covers one’s body owes its 
debt to the subtle vibrating medium. 


Indeed, the time has apparently 
come when an old saying must be re­ 
vised, for to-day, at any rate, it is 
electricity which makes the world go 
round, although some scientists find 
that lovo is an affair of subtle electri* 
cal currents.

50,000 men, which brings the standing 
army up to 150,000 from the 25,000 we 
had a year ago last March. 


No doubt the proposition of Mr. Hull 


-will be accepted as legal tender. 
We 


cannot let the troops die in the Philip- 
pines, as we will have need of soldiers 
there for centuries to come. The war 
along the coast is over, no organized 
force appearing there, but the interior 
still is unsafe. Spain had something 
over 100,000 men stationed there. 
Mr. 


Hull thinks that we can get along with 
€5,000 provided we renew them at least 
once every nine months. A relief ar- 
tny must therefore be provided for this 
exchange, and an increase of the regu- 
lar army to 150,000 men is the best 
that can be done. As we have con- 
cluded to expand, it is but natural that 
the people thus enlarging the army to 
six times its former strength, but as 
the people seem perfectly willing to 
pay war taxes in time of peace this 
latest imperialistic movement doubt- 
less will be allowed to go by default.

•f International agreement. 
And now 
[r, McKInley was so keen for the In- 
roduction of International bimetallism 
hat he took It upon himself, even be- 
rore he took the oath of office, to ar- 
range for a commission whose duty it 
'ould be to visit Europe In order that 
:he evils of the single gold standard 
light be mitigated as promptly as pos- 
tible. 


It is "hardly necessary to say that 
lany voters who were utterly opposed 
:o the single'gold standard were won 
»ver to the Republicans by the con- 
jservatlve stand which they conceived 
Ithat party had taken on the money 
luestlon. 
The Impression left upon 
he more thoughtful voters by the Re- 
Ipubllcan leaders was that these lead- 
ers were equally opposed to the gold 
Istandard and to the Independent free 
lolnage of sliver; they were supposed 
[to occupy the safe and conservative 
ground midway between; they feared 
independent free coinage, and so they 
Iturned to international bimetallism. 


For the first time since the ques- 
•tlon of the standards has been agi- 
Itated the people will have an oppor- 
tunity of deciding whether they want 
¡bimetallism—the free coinage of both 
money 
metals—or the 
single 
gold 
I standard. 
Always, heretofore, the is- 
|sue has been confused; the Republlc- 
lans have been shifty enough to evade 
it.

This sounds like a surprising state- 
ment, but it is made with reference 
only to that kind of reading in which 
the eye does all the work and the 
brain is not actively engaged. 
There 
are many omnivorous readers, peo- 
ple who read all the time, who after 
they get through have very little 
idea what they have road. 


They 
indulge in 
reading as an 
escape from the necessity for mental 
activity. 
With them, reading acts 
as a narcotic, lulling the brain into 
a pleasant state of dreamy uncon- 
sciousness. 


Such reading is an Indication of 
one of the worst forms of mental 
laziness. 
Life is short and there is 
such an enormous amount of good 
things to be read—more than any 
one could possibly hope to read in a 
lifetime. 
Reading Is one of the most 
valuable methods of gaining culture 
and adding to one's store of knowl- 
edge, when it is done intelligently, 
with the whole attention concentrat- 
ed upon it, but when it is regarded 
as an excuse for any form of mental 
activity it becomes almost a crime. 


Psychologists tell us that nothing 
does us much good unless the whole 
attention is concentrated upon it. It 
used to be thought that in order to 
develop the muscles of the arm all 
that was necessary was to go through 
certain exercises 
for 
a 
sufllcient 
length of time, but to-day any good 
physical instructor knows that unless 
the mind is firmly concentrated upon 
the exercises it will do little good. 
Ten strokes with the whol? attention 
fixed upon the work are worth fifty 
with the mind thinking of something 
else. 


A celebrated dentist has even gone 
so far as to say that all the elaborate 
directions for properly cleaning the 
teeth are of no avail if the necessity 
of ''thinking about it" is not empha- 
sized. 
If you are not thinking about 
cleaning your teeth, they will not be 
as cliean as if the whole attention 
is fixed on what you are doing. 


These little illustrations are re- 
ferred to simply to emphasize the 
great general truth that the ability 
to concentrate the mental force on 
the one thing in hand is one of the 
most valuable in the struggle for suc- 
cess. 
Nothing should be indulged 
in which has a tendency to weaken 
the powers of concentration and to 
foster a dreamy and wandering con- 
dition of the mind. 


Of course, there may be said to be 
two kln^s of reading; reading as a 
serious matter of business and read- 
ing for pure pleasure and relaxation. 
But relaxation does not mean mental 
dissipation, and even though you read 
a light novel, it has done you no 
good if the day after you finish it 
you cannot tell what it was about.

A symposium on the treatment of 
the criminal and other social para* 
sites was held at the joint meeting of 
the Physicians* Club of Chicago ftnd 
the Law Club. 
These two theories 
were advanced: 


Elimination of criminal 
children 
by sterilization. 


Treatment of criminals over thirty 
years old as 
habitual, and 
either 
sending them to penal 
Institutions 
for life or putting them away In some 
other manner, possibly by the ceme- 
tery route. 


Dr. WilHpm T. Belfleld was tho ad- 
vocate of the sterilization Idea. 
Ho 
took up the biological aspect of the 
criminal and after tracing the devel- 
opment of the individual to the point 
where ho became a danger to society, 
mado a plea for race suicide. 


"Morality is the arrest of the in- 
stincts by Intelloct/' ho said. 
"A 
child is a savage. 
If he continues to 
improve slowly ho has a chance to 
outgrow his tendencies before he is 
thirty 
years 
old. 
Before that he 
should be given all tho care possible. 
But when a man commits a crime 
after the age of thirty ho may be set 
down as a rule, to be morally bad, 
with no hope of Improvement. 
For 
the mature criminal I would advo- 
cate permanent segregation either by 
the penal colony or the cemetery. The 
indeterminate 
sentence 
with 
the 
parole Is a radical error for the man 
over thirty years old. 


"The one hope of the material re- 
duction of the social parasite is In 
prevention. 
We must prevent crimi- 
nals from breeding criminals. 
The 
great bulk of criminals inherit arrest- 
ed development. 
The State has let 
them breed and impoverished Itself 
to take care of their children." 


Dr. J, N. Hurty, secretary of the 
Indiana State Board of Health, told 
of the "Indiana movement," which Is 
the education of the prisoners in the 
"Indiana 
reformatory*' 
to 
allow 
themselves 
to be 
sterilized. 
More 
than three hundred of them 
have 
submitted to this operation so far.

sents an appearance of age which 
proves its existence prior to the Rus- 
sian discovery of Alaska, 
It is clear 
that the man of that prehistoric time 
understood how to build a fort, and 
the fact of the skeletons lying around 
it shows that there had been a strug- 
gle for its possession, in which many 
lives had been sacrificed. 
Of that 
struggle, and of all involved In it, 
as well as the issue of the conflict, 
no record exists. Everything, once so 
full of interest to those engaged, has 
perished, and has left no trace but 
this of the fort with Its dead.—Chris- 
tian Herald.

Cover with water and cook until vege- 
tables are done.

inage of silver at the old ratio and 
hose who were opposed to the propo­ 
rtion. 
At that time the Republicans refused 


o make the gold standard the issue, 
’hey fought shy of it and evaded it. 
They admitted in their platform that 
>imetallism was better for the people 
han the single gold standard pro- 
ided it could be reached as the result 
f international agreement. 
And now 
r. McKinley was so keen for the in- 
roduction of international bimetallism 
bat he took it upon himself, even be- 
ore he took the oath of office, to ar- 
ange for a commission whose duty it 
ould be to visit Europe in order that 
he evils of the single gold standard 
Ight be mitigated as promptly as po3- 
ible. 
It is *hardly necessary to say that 
any voters who were utterly opposed 
o 
the single gold standard were won 
ver to the Republicans by the con­ 
servative stand which they conceived 
that party had taken on the money 
uestion. 
The impression left upon 
he more thoughtful voters by the Re­ 
publican leaders was that these lead­ 
ers were equally opposed to the gold 
standard and to the independent free 
*oinage of silver; they were supposed 
to occupy the safe and conservative 
ground midway between; they feared 
independent free coinage, and so they 
turned to international bimetallism. 


For the first time since the ques­ 
tion of the standards has been agi­ 
tated the people will have an oppor­ 
tunity of deciding whether they want 
bimetallism—the free coinage of both 
money 
metals—or the 
single 
gold 
standard. 
Always, heretofore, the is­ 
sue has been confused; the Republic­ 
ans have been shifty enough to evade 
it. 
But now they cannot escape the 
results of their efforts to make the 
gold standard the permanent measure 
of all the values in this country. 


This is the question which the peo­ 
ple must decide for themselves, and 
they will be given an opportunity next 
year. 


Still a Larger Army.

try Is up against a new problem. 
Ac­

military

the 
standing army of 100,000 men, instead 
of being reduced, must be materially 
enlarged, for, says Mr. Hull, the chair­ 
man, the 65,000 men in the Philippine 
islands should not be kGpt there a year. 
Their health would be ruined if they 
were forced to serve 
there 
for that 
length of time. They must be relieved 
within the year, and to do that we 
need an additional force of at least 
60,000 men, which brings the standing 
army up to 150,000 from the 25,000 we 
had a year ago last March. 


No doubt the proposition of Mr. Hull 
will be accepted as legal tender. 
We 
cannot let the troops die in the Philip­ 
pines, as we will have need of soldiers 
there for centuries to come. The war 
along the coast is over, no organized 
force appearing there, but the interior 
still is unsafe. Spain had something 
over 100,000 men stationed there. 
Mr. 
Hull thinks that we can get along with 
€5,000 provided we renew them at least 
once every nine months. 
A relief ar­ 
my must therefore be provided for this 
exchange, and an increase of the regu­ 
lar army to 150,000 men is the best 
that can be done. As we have con­ 
cluded to expand, it is but natural that 
the people thus enlarging the army to 
six times its former strength, but as 
the people seem perfectly willing 
to 
pay war taxes in time of peace this 
latest imperialistic movement 
doubt­ 
less will be allowed to go by default.

\only to that kiud of reading in which 
ythe eye does all the work and the 
'b ra in is not actively engaged. 
There 
are many omnivorous readers, peo- 
pie who read all the time, who after 
they get through have very little 
idea what they have read. 


They 
indulge in 
reading as an 
escape from the necessity for mental 
activity. 
With them, reading acts 
as a narcotic, lulling the brain into 
a pleasant state of dreamy uncon­ 
sciousness« 


Such reading is an indication of 
one of the worst forms of mental 
laziness. 
Life is short and there Is 
such an enormous amount of good 
things to be read— more than any 
one could possibly hope to read In a 
lifetime. 
Reading is one of the most 
valuable methods of gaining culture 
and adding to one’s store of knowl­ 
edge, when it Is done intelligently, 
with the whole attention concentrat­ 
ed upon it, but when it is regardod 
as an excuse for any form of mental 
activity It becomes almost a crime. 


Psychologists tell us that nothing 
does us much good unless the whole 
attention is concentrated upon it. It 
used to be thought that in order to 
develop the muscles of the arm all 
th at was necessary was to go through 
certain exercises 
for 
a 
sufficient 
length of time, but to-day any good 
physical instructor knows that unless 
the mind Is firmly concentrated upon 
the exercises it will do little good. 
Ten strokes with the whol? attention 
fixed upon the work are worth fifty 
with the mind thinking of something 
else. 


A celebrated dentist has even gone 
so far as to say that all the elaborate 
directions for properly cleaning the 
teeth are of no avail if the necessity 
of “thinking about it" is.not empha­ 
sized. 
If you are not thinking about 
cleaning your teeth, they will not be 
as cliean as if the whole attention 
Is fixed on what you are doing. 


These little illustrations are re­ 
ferred to simply to emphasize the 
great general tru th that the ability 
to concentrate the mental force on 
the one thing In hand Is one of the 
most valuable in the struggle for suc­ 
cess. 
Nothing should be indulged 
in which has a tendency to weaken 
the powers of concentration and to 
foster a dreamy and wandering con­ 
dition of the mind. 


Of course, there may be said to be 
two kin^s of reading; reading as a 
serious m atter of business and read­ 
ing for pure pleasure and relaxation. 
But relaxation does not mean mental 
dissipation, and even though you read 
a light novel, it has done you no 
good if the day after you finish it 
you cannot tell w hat it was about.

FAVOR DEATH FOR 
THE OLD IN CRIME. 


Chicago Fhyilcinns and Lawyer 
Discuss Radical Treatment 
Social Patasites, 


A symposium on the treatment of 
the criminal and other social para­ 
sites was held at the Joint meeting of 
the Physicians* Club of Chicago ftnd 
the Law Club. 
These two theories 
were advanced: 


Elimination of criminal children 
by sterilization. 


Treatm ent of criminals over thirty 
years old as 
habitual, and 
either 
sending them to penal institutions 
for life or putting them away in some 
other manner, possibly by the ceme­ 
tery route. 


Dr. WillifUn T. Belfield was the ad­ 
vocate of the sterilization idea. 
Ho 
took up the biological aspect of the 
criminal and after tracing the devel­ 
opment of the individual to the point 
where ho became a danger to society, 
mado a plea for race suicide. 


“Morality is the arrest of the in­ 
stincts by intellect/1 ho said. 
“A 
child is a savage. 
If he continues to 
improve slowly ho has a chance to 
outgrow his tendencies before he is 
thirty 
years 
old. 
Before that he 
should be given all the care possible. 
But when a man commits a crime 
after the age of thirty ho may be set 
down as a rule, to be morally bad, 
with no hope of improvement. 
For 
the m ature criminal I would advo­ 
cate permanent segregation either by 
the penal colony or the cemetery. The 
indeterminate 
sentence 
with 
the 
parole is a radical error for the man 
over thirty years old. 


“The one hope of the material re­ 
duction of the social parasite is in 
prevention. 
We must prevent crimi­ 
nals from breeding criminals. 
The 
great bulk of criminals inherit arrest­ 
ed development. 
The State has let 
them breed and Impoverished Itself 
to take care of their children.” 


Dr. J. N. Hurty, secretary of the 
Indiana State Board of Health, told 
of the “Indiana movement," which is 
the education of the prisoners in the 
“ Indiana 
reform atory“ 
to 
allow 
themselves 
to be 
sterilized. 
More 
than three hundred of them have 
submitted to this operation so far.

Cream of Celery Soup.—Two cups 
of boiling water, two cups of chicken 
stock, th.ree cups of celery cut up

Our Trade With Germany. 


Twenty-one articles, or group of arti­ 
cles, having each a total value of $1,- 
000,000 or over, were imported into the 
United States from Germany during 
the past fiscal year, and twenty arti­ 
cles, having a total value of $1,000,000 
or over each, were exported to Ger­ 
many during the same period. Manu­ 
factured articles, chiefly iron and steel, 
silk manufactures, chemicals, cotton 
goods, earthenware, furs and furskins, 
and toys comprise the principal impor­ 
tations into the United States from 
Germany. Of our exportations to Ger­ 
many raw cotton contributes niora 
than one-half of the total, its share in 
1904 being $109,000,000 out of a total 
export of $215,000,000. But few manu­ 
factured articles appear in the list of 
our principal exportations to Germany.

The old Bishop property, on the Square 


at Littlestown, is partly being torn down 
this week preparatory to making some 
modern improvements.

We had a pleasant call Monday morn-

Dynamite Explosion. 


An explosion of dynamite at Bittinger's 


stone quarries near Hendrix Station, at 
9:45 o'clock Sunday night, made a report 
that was heard for miles around and caus- 
ed a tremor of the earth akin to an earth- 
quake. The force of the shock was felt 
as far away as York Springs, while at this 
place and Abbottstown buildings were 
shaken. People were aroused from sleep 
and many persons arose and went outside 
their homes to ascertain the cause of the 
disturbance, but nothing was discovered 
until Monday morning. It is thought 
that explosives were set off by becoming 
overheated from thesteain connected with 
some machinery- A number of men were 
not far away at the time and all were 
thrown down by the force of the explo- 
sion. One man was thrown a distance of 
fourteen feet landing in the middle of a 
mud hole. The only real damage was the 
bursting of some pipes and the shattering 
of window panes in houses in the imme- 
diate vicinity. The amount of the explo- 
sive se-. off is said to have been about 40 
pounds.

The usual method of preserving cut 
flowers in a condition of freshness is 
to dissolve small amounts of ammoni­ 
um chloride, potassium nitrate, sodium 
carbonate, of camphor in the water 
Into which the stems are inserted.

WAR ON CONSUMPTION

One-seventh of the deaths in the 
cities throughout the world are caused 
by tuberculosis, and that in the face of 
the assertion of one of the most emin­ 
ent specialists that when the people 
can be roused to comprehend the truth 
and to do their duty, “In two genera­ 
tions a case of consumption will be as 
much of a rarity as a case of leprosy 
now i s ” 


Where lies the fault? 
It lies with 
every one who is not aiding in the fight 
that is only just starting against the 
great white plague; it lies with every 
city which has closed its eyes and 
ears to the cry for help. Private sana­ 
toriums are many, but not until there 
is a municipal awakeniug can the bat­ 
tle with tuberculosis bo even said to 
be fairly joined. 
In our country New 
York is taking the lead in the light 
tigalnst the great white plague, and it 
*will not be long before Chicago has fal­ 
len in line with municipal treatment of 
tuberculosis. 


Twenty years ago New York's death 
rate from tuberculosis was 4.45 per 
1000—now it is 2.79. Then the number 
of deaths each year from the white 
plague was 6039, now it is G0S0, al­ 
though the population has more than 
doubled 
in 
the meantime. 
Twelve 
years ago. in New York City, the war 
against tuberculosis was set on foot 
by the adoption ^ f a system of par­ 
tially voluntary and partially compul­ 
sory notification of the health depart­ 
ment in eases of tuberculosis. Public 
institutions were required to report 
cases coming under their supervision 
and private physicians were requested 
to do so. Under this provision the de­ 
partment of health carried on the work 
for three and a half years, and then 
adopted in 1S97 regulations requiring 
notification in all cases. 
A system of 
notification is the prime requisite in 
fighting the disease. 


The health department has prepared 
maps of the city showing every house*, 
and on these maps are plotted every 
case of death from tuberculosis. Thus 
the centres of infection are reached, 
and with the aid of the tenement house 
department conditions that give rise to 
the disease are remedied. The health 
department, as soon as it receives no­ 
tice of a death from tuberculosis, un­ 
dertakes the most thorough kind of fu­ 
migation of the premises, or, under 
proper safeguards, delegates the duty 
to the care of the physician if he is 
reliable. 
Each year sees the lines of 
this preventive work drawn more ef­ 
fectively.—Public Opinion.

GERM DISEASES AND 
THEIR PREVENTION

SCIENTIFIC AND INDUSTRIAL.

Within the last quarter of a cen- 


tury great progress has been made in 
the line of discovery of the causes of 
disease. 
As far back as the seven- 


teenth century the announcement was 
made by a scientist that germs were 
the cause of many diseases, but the 
people did not believe it. When they 
did place enough faith ia the theory 
to put it to the test rapid progress 
was made. Because of the fact that 
germs as causes of many common dis- 
eases have been emphasized, a great 
many people fail to discriminate be- 
tween good and bad germs and re- 
gard all germs as enemies to life and 
health. By far the larger proportion 
of germs are friends and not enemies, 
and without the aid_ of these good 
germs animal life would soon cease. 
The good germs are those which feed 
on dead leaves, grass and nature's 
cast-off material and with the help 
of the sun and air, the rain and the 
dew, convert this waste substance into 
fertilizing material without whicii the 
old earth would soon cease to yield 
her fruits for the sustenance of man 
and the lower animals. 
They also 


help to cause the fermentation ia tlie 
yeast which leavens our bread and 
other foods, and in various other 
ways are always working for our ben- 
c-St. Their business is to help to sus- 
tain animal and vegetable life, not to 
destroy it. 


Where Bad Germs Are Found. 


The bad germs are parasites, per- 


forming none of this valuable work 
in nature. 
They exist always at. the 


expense of some living creature. They 
work to destroy animal life, to break 
down tissues of flesh and blood and_ 
bone. These disease germs are of 
many kinds and many habits. 
They 


are found in the air and on all ob- 
jects which are exposed to the air, in 
water, in food supplies, in the super- 
ficial layers of earth and the sur- 
faces and outer tissues of the body. 
They exist in the human hands in 
great numbers and some of them are 
exceedingly tenacious. The most dil- 
igent and careful scrubbing extend- 
ing over a period of several days is 
not sufficient in many cases to destroy 
or dislodge them. 
Under the finger 


nails is a favorits lurking place. 
These bad germs dislike fresh air and 
sunshine, but can erist for weeks fro- 
zen in cakes of ice, and can come out 
of their frosty resting place quite 
able to carry on their work if they 
get a good chance. 
They are some- 


thing like some hothouse plants In 
their habits. They must have a par- 
ticular kind of soil. 
They demand 


certain conditions before they can 
multiply or do much harm. 
They 


must have moisture, warmth and ma- 
terial on which to feed. The pneu- 
monia germ is carried by the air and 
must get into the air passages and 
find its way into the lungs before it 
c-in multiply itself so as to accom- 
plish any great harm. 


The typhoid fever germ must get 


into the bowels in some way. If it 
gets into the lungs it speedily dies, 
or Is cast out, because the conditions 
there are not suitable for it- to grow. 
Further, the typhoid germs prefer 
just one small section of the bowel, 
and within a comparatively small 
space it does its work. It cannot be 
transmitted from one person to an- 
other except as the hands become 
soiled by discharges containing the 
germ and in turn carry the Infection 
into the mouth by 
contaminating 


food or drink. 


There are a great many germs 


which find an entrance into the body 
through slight wounds and produce 
such diseases as erpsipelas, lockjaw 
or blood poisoning, in its various 
forms. A wound made by a pinprick 
is quite large enough for them to 
get in. 
The germ of tuberculosis 


may get into the body by means of

means of human waste, such as dis- 
charges from the bowels, from the 
nose, from matter coughed up, or dis- 
charges from •wounds. 
CoBtagious and Infectious Diseases. 


The terms contagious and infec- 


tious are confusing to a great many. 
A contagious disease is one which 
may be acquired by direct personal 
contact with a person who has the 
disease. The term infectious applies 
to any disease caused by germs. A 
contagious disease is always infec- 
tious, but an infectious disease is not 
always contagious. Small pox is a 
good example of contagious disease, 
and typhoid fever of infectious dis- 
ease- 


When it comes to discussing meth- 


ods of prevention, the first and best 
measure Is to avoid what is beiag 
termed in popular 
parlance "run. 


down." 
The individual who is run 


down falls aa easy prey to any dis- 
ease to which he raay be exposed. 
Nature has made provision for the 
destruction of these disease produc- 
ing germs by furnishing ia everybody 
a set of cells which act as a stand- 
ing army who watch out for these 
invaders and destroy them in natural 
ways. 
This standing army consti- 


tutes our natural resistive power. 
If 


is only when great numbers of genes 
or germs of unusual virulence gain 
access that they are able to produce 
disease. 


In all germ diseases there is what 


is termed a period of incubation— 
the time which elapses from the time 
the germs get ia til! they succeed ia 
producing active symptoms of their 
presence. During this time a constant 
battle is going on between the stand- 
ing army and the germs. When ac- 
tual disease results it shows the 
germs have won and for a time they 
hold sway. 
Then in the course of 


time they produce enougli poison to 
poison themselves, or they exhaust 
their peculiar sources of food supply 
and die off. Many of thess germs 
produce such changes in the systeza 
that they confer Immunity from fu- 
ture attacks. 


Way to Avoltl Disease. 


If one would avoid the diseases 


that are carried by means of the air, 
such as -pneumonia, influenza or con- 
sumption, he should avoid sleeping 
or living in overheated, badly venti- 
lated, or dark, damp rooms. Epi- 
demics of Influenza are largely spread 
by means of churches, schools, thea- 
tres and places in which many people 
assemble. 
These epidemics invaria- 


bly occur In cold weather when win- 
dows are closed, and those who are 
in any way run down, who are forced, 
to breathe this bad air in such places, 
easily become victims. 


Another common cause of a run 


down condition is unwise methods of 
feeding. 
Occasionally one finds a 


person who is undernourished, but 
by far the most people are over fed. 
Too much food is eaten, children are 
allowed to eat too often, and food is 
not well chewed. 
Under such condi- 


tions the stomach is powerless to 
deal with coarse, undivided food that 
is bolted. 
It Is constantly irritated 


and indigestion is alarmingly com- 
mon. 
Or the body is unable to throw 


off the waste matter from this excess 
of food which it did not need, and 
this waste remains to clog and weak- 
en the system. If people would keep 
their resistive power up to the high- 
est degree they should avoid too 
much work or too mucj play, sleep 
plenty, 
in 
clean, 
well 
ventilated 


rooms, use clean, simple food well 
cooked and in moderation, keep the 
sewers of the body clean and flushed 
by drinking and 
using plenty of 


clean water, Inside and outside. When, 
this is done the most important pre- 
ventive measures have been taken.. 
—The American Home Monthly. 


The Neglected Rifie. 


Of the 
16,000,000 men in 
the 


United States who are available for 
military service, only about 85,000 in 
all branches of the service are being 
trained in target practice, leaving 
over 15,000,000 unorganized militia- 
men who are either entirely ignorant 
or unskilled in the use of any kind 
of small arms. 
Such is the remark- 


able and disturbing statement made 
by Lieutenant Albert S. Jones, secre- 
tary of the National Rifle Association 
of America, in Harper's Weekly. Our 
regular army itself, says Lieutenant 
Jones, would contain forty per cent, 
of new material when recruited to its 
war strength; as now constituted, it 
is a highly disciplined force of 60,000 
ofacers and men, which, ia case of 
war, would be swallowed up whan 
absorbed, as it would be, into an 
army of 500,000 or more which we 
would have to mobilize for a serious 
war. 
Lieutenant Jones proposes the 


organization of civilian clubs for the 
training of our inexperienced citizens 
in rife shooting. 


Ke would have the Government 


plan to provide national trophies, and 
the States local trophies, as incen- 
tives. The details of his plan are told 
in a coherent and interesting manner 
in his article, which no sincerely 
patriotic person should fail to read 
and digest.

Using Sea Weed. 


Of late years the chief use to which 


sea weed has been put in this coun- 
try Is as fertilizer, and In this direc- 
tion the department tif agriculture has 
made some interesting Investigations. 
As sea weed taken directly from the 
rocks contains about SO per cent of 
water, and as It Is most valuable for 
fertilizer when It Is only partly dried. 
It is clear that it is useful for thai 
purpose only akrag the coast. But 
it has been carried eight or ten miles 
Inland and still used effectually. 


It Is a particularly good fertilizer 


for such crops as potatoes and clover, 
•which require plenty of potasTL It Is 
said that there Is no place in Xew 
England where red clover grows so 
"well as near Rye beach, where the 
soil has been fertilized with sea weed 
ever since the country was settled. In 
that locality It perpetuates itself and 
grows on the same land year after 
year without reseeding.— Washington 
Post.

the officer began to laugh loudly. She 
went over to him. and asked what 
amused him so greatly.

plied. 
"Our regiment had not been

At last I espied a small gully or ra- 
vine, so, suddenly running toward it, 
I leaped In, only to find my general 
and iny colonel there before me.

the Romans, Yet often as Saxon man- 
uscripts speak of ajiples and

tliere is no mention of name<l varie-

the thirteenth 
centur.v. 
Then one may read of tiu^ pearmaiu 
and the costart\--(Mu\uccr*s 'nuellow 
costard."

apples and pears are entortad. 
In the 
year 12SG the royal fruiterer to Edward 
i. presents a hill for apples, pear-, 
quinces, medlars and nuts. 
Pippins, 
believed to be seedlings, hence calhMl 
from the pips or seeds, are sahl not to 
have been grown in England before 
1525. 
The exact Drayden. writing of 
the orchards of Kent at that period, 
can name only the apple, the orange, 
the russean. the swefning, tlie pome 
watpr and the reinctte. 


.John Winilirop is usiialiy held re- 
sponsible for the introduction of the 
apple Into the New World. 
Rut as a 
matter of fact when Winthrop anch- 
ored off Cape Ann the recluse Rlack- 
stone already had apple trees growing 
about his cabin at ShawnuU Net»k.

Believing 
ourselves now 
out of 
range of the hostiles, we had staked 
our ponies on a flat bottom, where 
there was abundant grass, and made 
our night camp within the shelter of 
a cluster of mountain-ash. 
We were 
sound asleap, when there came up 
one of those 
fierce 
thunderstorms 
which arc known in this region as 
cloudbursts. 


The wind blew eighty miles an 
hour, and the rain fell in torrents. 
To keep our feet in that hurricane 
was out of the question. It was as 
much as ever we could do to crawl 
oft the 
flat 
bottom, 
dragging our 
small 
camp 
equipage, to higher 
ground. 
i' Nor was it possible to look after 
our horses, and when the storm was 
•over, and the river-bottom 
roaring 
with a flood, the animals were gone. 
Whether they were drowned or had 
pulled 
their picket-pins 
and fled 
down the valley we never discovered, 
although we spent two days in search 
of them. 


We were still a long way from the 
Gallatin 
valley, 
whither 
we were 
bound, and we were uncertain wheth- 
er to go on or to rétrace our steps 
to Laramie^aad procure fresh stock, 
when p. herd of buffaloes came off 
tU^ hills and settled the question for 
us. 


I got the first shot, and brought 
down my game, and as that Avas 
enough 
for meat, I was 
surprised 
when Gasket brought his big rifie to 
bear and 
knocked over 
two large 
bulls. 


But the shots were admirable ex- 
hibitions of marksmanship, and pres- 
ently he explained.

pelt was stretched

tip of the "spoon" wei'e of lighter 
Btrips, and all were sewed on with 
the hair outside and lying toward the 
stern. By this means the ordinary 
draft of the boat was kept below 
the seams, and the "lie" of the hair 
was a help both in running the boat 
and In preventing leaks. A light 
paddle of ash completed the outfit, 
and on the fourth day wo put our- 
selves afloat on the Bighorn, 


I would hardly have believed that 
Euch a tub as ours could prove a sea- 
v/orthy craft; but, in fact, it seemed 
admirably adapted to down-stream 
navigation, ^nd we were borne along, 
at four or five miles an hour, in such 
easy and comfortable fashion that I 
hardly regretted 
the loss of our 
ponies. 


It was not until we came to the 
canon and rapids of the Bighorn that 
the perils of this venture were fully 
apparent, 


No one who bad passed through it 
would 
be likely to forget that 
breathless 
experience of fourteen 
hours. 
Time 
and again 
we were 
hurled 
through narrow passes, or 
pitched over tumbles of rocky rapids, 
as a leaf is tossed on a similar cur- 
rent, I could only sit in the bottom 
and let Gaskett manage the craft. 


I was, Indeed, kept busy in bailing 
with an iron skillet, wniie Len fend- 
ed our ungainly tub off the too rag- 
ged edges of threatening rocks. Off

With all due allowance to British chivalry, it 
seems to us that the testimony presented Is ex parte. It savors too 
much of conscious fear on the part of the British marriageable man 
that he Is losing his honorable and traditional "grip" on the opposite 
sex, and he argues that, if he fails to please, It must be their fault 
and not his. 
He has no suspicion of the fact that they may have 
outgrown him and his ideas of female subservience. 
F, Marion 
Crawford, the novelist, who may be supposed to know something 
about the subject, in his latest novel, '*The Prima Donna." declares 
that the single state "is not for poor girls, nor for operatic singers, 
nor for King's daughters, none of whom, for various reasons, can 
live, or are allowed to live, without husbands. 
Unless she be a 
hunchback, an unmarried royal Princess is almost as great an 
exception as a white raven or a cat without a tail; a prima donna 
without a husband alive, dead, or divorced is hardly more common; 
and poor girls marry to live. 
But give a modern young woman a 
decent social position, with enough money for her wants and an 
X average doso of assurance, and she becomes so fastidious in the $ 
choice of a mate that no man is good enough for her till she is too 
old to be good enough for any man."

Fifteen 
instances of this kind occurred in 
1906 and the first half of 1907. 


Within the last quarter of a cen- 
tury great progress has been made in 
the line of discovery of the causes of 
disease. 
As far back as the seven- 
teenth century the announcement was 
made by a scientist that germs were 
the cause of many diseases, but the 
people did not believe it. When they 
did place enough faith in the theory 
to put it to the test rapid progress 
was made. 
Because of the fact that 
germs as causes of many common dis- 
eases have been emphasized, a great 
many people fall to discriminate be- 
tween good and bad germs and re- 
gard all germs as enemies to life and 
health. 
By far the larger proportion 
of germs are friends and not enemies, 
and without the aid of these good 
germs animal life would soon cease. 
The good germs are those which feed 
on dead leaves, grass and nature's 
cast-off material and with the help 
of the sun and air. the rain and the 
dew, convert this waste substance into 
fertilizing material without which the 
old earth would soon cease to yield 
her fruits for the sustenance of man 
and the lower animals. 
They also 
help to cause the fermentation in the 
yeast which leavens our bread and 
other foods, and in various 
other 
ways are always working for our ben- 
efit. Their business is to help to sus- 
tain animal and vegetable life, not to 
destroy it. 


Whore Bad Germs Arc Found. 


The bad germs are parasites, per- 
forming none of this valuable work 
in nature. 
They exist always at. the 
expense of some living creature. They 
work to destroy animal life, to break 
down tissues of flesh and blood and, 
bone. 
These disease germs are of 
many kinds and many habits. 
They 
are found in the air and on all ob- 
jects which are exposed to the air. in 
water, in food supplies, in the super- 
ficial layers of earth and the sur- 
faces and outer tissues of the body. 
They exist in the human hands in 
great numbers and some of them are 
exceedingly tenacious. 
The most dil- 
igent and careful scrubbing extend- 
ing over a period of several days is 
not sufllcient in many cases to destroy 
or dislodge them. 
Under the finger 
nails is a favorite lurking place. 
These bad germs dislike fresh air and 
sunshine, but can exist for weeks fro- 
zen in cakes of ice. and can come out 
of 
their 
frosty resting place quite 
able to carry on their work if they 
get a good chance. 
They are some- 
thing like some hothouse plants in 
their habits. 
They must have a par- 
ticular kind of soil. 
They demand 
certain conditions before they can 
multiply or do much harm. 
They 
must have moisture, warmth and ma- 
terial on which to feed. 
The pneu- 
monia germ is carried by the air and 
must get into the air passages and 
find its way into the lungs before It 
r^n multiply itself so as to accom- 
plish any great harm. 


The typhoid fever germ must get 
into the bowels in some way. If It 
gets into the lungs It speedily dies, 
or is cast out, because the conditions 
there are not suitable for it to grow. 
Further, the typhoid germs prefer 
Just one small section of the bowel, 
and 
within a comnaratively small 
space it does its work. It cannot be 
transmitted from one person to an- 
other except as the hands become 
soiled by discharges containing the 
germ and in turn carry the infection 
into the mouth by contaminating 
food or drink. 


There are a great 
many 
germs 
which find an entrance into the body 
through slight wounds and produce 
such diseases as erpsipelas, lockjaw 
or blood poisoning, in its various 
forms. A wound made by a pinprick 
is quite large enough for them to 
get in. The germ of tuberculosis 
may get into the body by means of 


the air, by means of food or through 
an open wound. 
Practically all of 
these diseases are communicated by 
means of human waste, such as dis- 
charges from the bowels, from the 
nose, from matter coughed up, or dis- 
charges from wounds. 
ContAfflons nnd Infectious Diseases. 


The terms contagious and infec- 
tious are confusing tp a great many. 
A contagious disease is one which 
may be acquired by direct personal 
contact with a person who has the 
disease. 
The term infectious applies 
to any disease caused by feerms. A 
contagious disease is always infec- 
tious, but an infectious disease Is not 
always contagious. 
Small pox is a 
good example of contagious disease, 
and typhoid fever of infectious dis- 
ease. 


When it comes to discussing meth- 
ods of prevention, the first and best 
measure is to avoid what is being 
termed in popular 
parlance "run 
down." 
The individual who is run 
down falls an easy prey to any dis- 
ease to which he may be exposed. 
Nature has made provision for the 
destruction of these disease produc- 
ing germs by furnishing in everybody 
a set of cells which act as a stand- 
ing army who watch out for these 
invaders and destroy them in natural 
ways. 
This standing 
army 
consti- 
tutes our natural resistive power. It* 
Is only when great numbers of germs 
or germs of unusual virulence gain 
access that they are able to produce 
disease. 


In all germ diseases there is what 
is termed a period of incubation— 
the time which elapses from the tlmo 
the germs get In till they succeed in 
producing active symptoms of their 
presence. During this time a constant 
battle is going on between the stand- 
ing army and the germs. 
When ac- 
tual 
disease 
results it shows the 
germs have won and for a time they 
hold sway. 
Then in tho course of 
time they produce enough poison to 
poison themselves, or they exhaust 
their peculiar sources of food supply 
and die off. 
Many of these germs 
produce such changes in the systeoi 
that they confer immunity from fu- 
ture attacks. 


Way to Avoid Disease. 


If one would avoid the diseases 
that are carried by means of the air, 
such as "pneumonia, influenza or con- 
sumption, he should avoid sleeping 
or living in overheated, badly venti- 
lated, or dark, damp rooms. Epi- 
demics of influenza are largely spread 
by means of churches, schools, thea- 
tres and places in which many people 
assemble. 
These epidemics invaria- 
bly occur In cold weather when win- 
dows are closed, and those who are 
in any way run down, who are forced 
to breathe this bad air in such places, 
easily become victims. 


Another common cause of a run 
down condition is unwise methods of 
feeding. 
Occasionally one finds a 
person who is undernourished, but 
by far the most people are over fed. 
Too much food is eaten, children are 
allowed to eat too often, and food is 
not well chewed. 
Under such condi- 
tions the stomach is powerless to 
deal with coarse, undivided food that 
is bolted. It Is constantly irritated 
and Indigestion is alarmingly com- 
mon. 
Or the body is unable to throw 
off the waste matter from this excess 
of food which it did not need, and 
this waste remains to clog and weak- 
en the system. If people would keep 
their resistive power up to the high- 
est degree 
they 
should 
avoid too 
much work or too much play, sleep 
plenty, in clean, 
well 
ventilated 
rooms, use clean, simple food well 
cooked and in moderation, keep the 
sewers of the body clean and flushed 
by drinking and 
using 
plenty of 
clean water, inside and outside. When 
this is done the most important pre- 
ventive measures have been taken. 
—The American Home Monthly. 


Over one thousand 
years ago 
Switzerland possessed a forest sys- 
tem, and had developed a scientific 
forestry by the fifteenth century. As 
early as Louis XIV France awoke to 
the fact that her forests and her life 
were draining away together. But 
it was too late. 
To-day she is spend- 
ing $34 an acre to reforest her water- 
sheds, 
The same experience is cost- 
ing Italy $20 an aero. 


Henry Farman, the French aero- 
naut, who recently won the Deutsch- 
Archdeacon prize, says he foresees 
the time when an aeroplane omnibus 
will cover the distance between Paris 
and London in five hours. 
He says 
he feels certain that within twelve 
months aeroplants will be able to 
travel seventy-five to 100 miles at 
an insignificant cost compared with 
the expense of running an automobile 
for the same distance. 


A Frenchman, Raphael Dubois, re- 
ports to the Academy of Sciences the 
results of experiments 
with phos- 
phorescent animalculae in producing 
an illumination useful to man. By 
cultivating in suitable media a large 
number of micro-organisms capable 
of emitting 
light M. 
Dubois suc- 
ceeded in illuminating a room with 
a degree of intensity about equal to 
that of moonlight. 
No radiation of 
heat appears to attend the produc- 
tion of this ph>sIolos»cal light. 


The Neglected Rifle. 


Of the 16,000,000 men in tho 
United States who are available for 
military service, only about 85,000 in 
all branches of the service are being 
trained in target practice, 
leaving 
over 15,000,000 unorganized militia- 
men who are either entirely ignorant 
or unskilled in the use of any kind 
of small arms. 
Such is the remark- 
able and disturbing statement made 
by Lieutenant Albert S. Jones, secre- 
tary of the National Rifle Association 
of America, in Harper's Weekly. Our 
regular army itself, says Lieutenant 
Jones, would contain forty per cent, 
of new material when recruited to its 
war strength; as now constituted, it

He would have the Government 
plan to provide national trophies, and 
the States local trophies, as incen- 
tives. The details of his plan are told 
in a coherent and interesting manner 
in his article, which no sincerely 
patriotic person should fall to read 
and digest.

Within the last quarter of a cen­ 
tury great progress has been made in 
the line of discovery of the causes of 
disease. 
As far back as the seven­ 
teenth century the announcement was 
made by a scientist that germs were 
the cause of many diseases, but the 
people did not believe it. When they 
did place enough faith in the theory 
to put it to the test rapid progress 
was made. 
Because of the fact that 
germs as causes of many common dis­ 
eases have been emphasized, a great 
many people fail to discriminate be­ 
tween good and bad germs and re­ 
gard all germs as enemies to life and 
health. 
By far the larger proportion 
of germs are friends and not enemies, 
and without the aid of these good 
germs animal life would soon cease. 
The good germs are those which feed 
on dead leaves, grass and nature’s 
cast-off material and with the help 
of the sun and air, the rain and the 
dew, convert this waste substance into 
fertilizing material without which the 
old earth would soon cease to yield 
her fruits for the sustenance of man 
and the lower animals. 
They also 
help to cause the fermentation in the 
yeast which leavens our bread and 
other foods, and in various other 
ways are always working for our ben­ 
efit. Their business is to help to sus­ 
tain animal and vegetable life, not to 
destroy it. 


Where Bad Germs Are Found. 


The bad germs are parasites, per­ 
forming none of this valuable work 
in nature. 
They exist always at. the 
expense of some living creature. They 
work to destroy animal life, to break 
down tissues of flesh and blood and, 
bone. 
These disease germs are of 
many kinds and many habits. 
They 
are found in the air and on all ob­ 
jects which are exposed to the air, in 
water, in food supplies, in the super­ 
ficial layers of earth and the sur­ 
faces and outer tissues of the body. 
They exist in the human hands in 
great numbers and some of them are 
exceedingly tenacious. The most dil­ 
igent and careful scrubbing extend­ 
ing over a period of several days is 
not sufficient in many cases to destroy 
or dislodge them. 
Under the finger 
nails is a favorite lurking place. 
These bad germs dislike fresh air and 
sunshine, but can exist for weeks fro­ 
zen in cakes of ice, and can come out 
of their frosty resting place quite 
able to carry on their work if they 
get a good chance. 
They are some­ 
thing like some hothouse plants in 
their habits. 
They must have a par­ 
ticular kind of soil. 
They demand 
certain conditions before they can 
multiply or do much harm. 
They 
must have moisture, warmth and ma­ 
terial on which to feed. 
The pneu­ 
monia germ is carried by the air and 
must get into the air passages and 
find its way into the lungs before It 
r^n multiply itself so as to accom­ 
plish any great harm. 


The typhoid fever germ must get 
into the bowels in some way. 
If it 
gets into the lungs it speedily dies, 
or Is cast out, because the conditions 
there are not suitable for it to grow. 
Further, the typhoid germs prefer 
just one small section of the bowel, 
and 
within a comnaratively small 
space it does its wrork. 
It cannot be 
transmitted from one person to an­ 
other except as the hands become 
soiled by discharges containing the 
germ and in turn carry the infection 
into the mouth by contaminating 
food or drink. 


There are a great many germs 
which find an entrance into the body 
through slight wounds and produce 
such diseases as erpsipelas, lockjaw 
or blood poisoning, in its various 
forms. 
A wound made by a pinprick 
is quite large enough for them to 
get in. 
The germ of tuberculosis 
may get into the body by means of 


the air, by means of food or through 
an open wound. 
Practically all of 
these diseases are communicated by 
means of human waste, such as dis­ 
charges from the bowels, from the 
nose, from matter coughed up, or dis­ 
charges from wounds. 
Contagious and Infectious Diseases. 


The terms contagious and infec­ 
tious are confusing tp a great many. 
A contagious disease is one which 
may be acquired by direct personal 
contact with a person who has the 
disease. 
The term infectious applies 
to any disease caused by feerms. 
A 
contagious disease is always infec­ 
tious, but an infectious disease is not 
always contagious. 
Small pox is a 
good example of contagious disease, 
and typhoid fever of infectious dis­ 
ease. 


When it comes to discussing meth­ 
ods of prevention, the first and best 
measure is to avoid what is being 
termed in popular 
parlance 
"run 
down." 
The individual who is run 
down falls an easy prey to any dis­ 
ease to which he may be exposed. 
Nature has made provision for the 
destruction of these disease produc­ 
ing germs by furnishing in everybody 
a set of cells which act as a stand­ 
ing army who watch out for these 
invaders and destroy them in natural 
ways. 
This standing army consti­ 
tutes our natural resistive power. 
It4 
is only when great numbers of germs 
or germs of unusual virulence gain 
access that they are able to produce 
disease. 


In all germ diseases there is what 
is termed a period of incubation—^ 
the time which elapses from the time 
the germs get in till they succeed in 
producing active symptoms of their 
presence. During this time a constant 
battle is going on between the stand­ 
ing army and the germs. 
When ac­ 
tual disease results it shows the 
germs have won and for a time they 
hold sway. 
Then in the course of 
time they produce enough poison to 
poison themselves, or they exhaust 
their peculiar sources of food supply 
and die off. 
Many of these germs 
produce such changes in the system 
that they confer immunity from fu­ 
ture attacks. 


Way to Avoid Disease. 


If one would avoid the diseases 
that are carried by means of the air, 
such as •pneumonia, influenza or con­ 
sumption, he should avoid sleeping 
or living in overheated, badly venti­ 
lated, or dark, damp rooms. 
Epi­ 
demics of influenza are largely spread 
by means of churches, schools, thea­ 
tres and places In which many people 
assemble. 
These epidemics invaria­ 
bly occur In cold weather when win­ 
dows are closed, and those who are 
in any way run down, who are forced 
to breathe this bad air in such places, 
easily become victims. 


Another common cause of a run 
down condition is unwise methods of 
feeding. 
Occasionally one finds 
a 
person who is undernourished, but 
by far the most people are over fed. 
Too much food is eaten, children are 
allowed to eat too often, and food is 
not well chewed. 
Under such condi­ 
tions the stomach is powerless to 
deal with coarse, undivided food that 
is bolted. 
It Is constantly irritated 
and indigestion is alarmingly com­ 
mon. Or the body is unable to throw 
off the waste matter from this excess 
of food which it did not need, and 
this waste remains to clog and weak­ 
en the system. 
If people would keep 
their resistive power up to the high­ 
est degree they should avoid too 
much work or too much play, sleep 
plenty, 
in 
clean, 
well 
ventilated 
rooms, use clean, simple food well 
cooked and in moderation, keep the 
sewers of the body clean and flushed 
by drinking and 
using 
plenty 
of 
clean water, inside and outside. When 
this is done the most important pre­ 
ventive measures have been taken. 
— The American Home Monthly.

Using Sea 
Weed. 


Of late years the chief use to which 
sea weed has been put In this coun- 
try is as fertilizer, and in this direc- 
tion the department tjf agriculture has 
made some interesting invesitlgations. 
As sea weed taken direc'tly from the 
rocks contains about 80 per cent of 
water, and as it is most valuable for 
fertilizer when it is only partly dried. 
It Is clear that it is useful for that 
purpose only along the coast. 
But 
It has been carried eight or ten miles 
Inland and still used effectually. 


It is a particularly good fertilizer 
for such crops as potatoes and clover, 
which require plenty of potasTi. 
It is 
said that there is no place in New 
England where red clover grows so 
well as near Rye beach, where the 
soil has been fertilized with sea weed 
ever since the country was settled. In 
that locality it perpetuates itself and 
grows on the same land year after 
year without 
reseeding.—Washington 
Post.

We, who send wireless messages 
through space, and draw flames out 
of the air, agree that nowadays no- 
body believes in ghosts. 
Phantoms 
prowl only to disturb the slumbers of 
those who have looked on the red 
lobster and duskily rich plum pud- 
ding too affectionately, and In Lon- 
don there exists a society organized 
for the purpose of exposing ghosts 
and evicting them from their favor- 
ite lairs. 


No census has ever been 
taken 
of the 
well 
authenticated - family 
ghosts of Great Britain, nor have any 
statistics been compiled as to 
the 
number of haunted houses that the 
United Kingdom boasts. 
Still, It is 
safe to say thai the figures, If they 
could be given, would not only sur- 
prise the 
average 
American, 
but 
prove that ghosts die hard In Eng- 
land. 


It Is the peasant and the aristo- 
crat who refuse to deny ghosts both 
Bheltei and respect, and what is a 
little overwhelming to some Ameri 
cans is to find how very seriously 
ghosts are considered by the laborers 
and the lords. 
Active middle-class 
folk do not ordinarily have 
much 
time to spare, even in England, for 
speculation on the supernatural. 


Yet it can be shown that even in 
this 
excessively 
incredulous 
day 
some of the busiest and most highly 
regarded ghosts in Great Britain are 
still conducting their blood-curdling 
business at the old stands where they 
have beeri practising as spectres for 
ages. 


There is, for instanco, the 
Gray 
Woman a^ Windsor. 
Nobody knows 
how long she has been haunting the 
royal castle, except perhaps the royal 
family, who could tell when she first 
appeared 
and 
the 
tragic circum- 
stances out of which, in good ortho- 
dox fashion, she was evolved. 
But 
the royal family refuses to discuss 
the Gray Woman, whose duty is to 
herald the approaching death of any 
resident of the castle. 


She alwaj's comes in the Horse- 
shoe Court, 
one of the 
oldest and 
quaintest parts -of Windsor, and her 
materialization takes place at dusk. 
Nobody can deny that the tradition 
concerning this slim creature, clad 
In gray and wearing her gray hair 
flowing, 
has always disturbed 
and 
distressed the owners of the great 
pile. 


Windsor is not popular v>'ith King 
Edward, and in the later years of her 
life, Queen Victoria never found her- 
self happy in the castle. 
To avoid 
It in T/inter, she went to Osborne 
House, and to avoid it in summer, 
she dwelt in Balmoral Castle. 


Until the time of her 
husband's 
death, she 
v/as very 
much at the 
castle. 
One afternoon, though, on 
happening to look down from her 
window into the Horseshoe 
Court, 
she saw a gray 
figure 
standing in 
the dusk under the shelter of the 
cloisterlike gallery that runs around 
the inclosure. 


The queen sent to know who the 
woman was, and why she was there, 
but no woman could be discovered by 
her lady of the bedchamber. A Aveek 
later, the Prince Consort was dead, 
and then the sorrowing wife learned 
what the 
appearance of 
the Gray 
Woman portends. 


At intervals. King Edward 
stops 
at Windsor, but never for Long. 
He 
prefers 
Sandringham, 
Balmoral 
Castle, Buckingham 
Palace or 
his 
friends' houses, to this homo of his 
ancestors overlooking the 
Thames; 
and persons who boast their ability 
to draw 
conclusions 
from certain 
royal 
movements 
Insist 
that the 
orders recently given for the enlarge- 
ment of Sandringham House are the 
direct result of the Gray 
Woman's 
most reccnt appearance and the ex- 
cessive nervous fears from which the 
delicate Princess Victoria suffered as 
a result. 


A few weeks ago, a terrified groom 
Insisted that in the February dusk 
he saw a gray figure gliding in the 
shadows 
of 
the 
Horseshoe Court. 
Several days 
later a child 
in the 
castle mews died, which 
explained

Kellogg Durland, the author of "The 
Red Reign," fell in with a friendly 
yamschik, or peasant driver, who be- 
gan by telling Mr. Durland that he 
had only recently come back from 
Manchuria, where he had served all 
through the war. 
It was evident that 
he had not enjoyed the service par- 
ticularly, for he told how, after the 
first battle, ho and seven of his com- 
rades held a secret council. 


They all agreed that war was a 
bad job. 
Not one of them knew just 
why he was fighting, and the idea of 
shooting people whom they did not 
know, and in return being shot at, 
appeared to them as wrong. 
At the 
same time, the government and their 
ofllcers made them do these things. 


One old soldier, from Tula, 
the 
town of Tolstoi's home, 
suggested 
writing to Tolstoi, and a letter was 
indited and sent to him. 
In 
the 
course of time those soldiers received 
their answer, in which Tolstoi told 
them that he believed all war was 
wrong; that the army had no busi- 
ness in Manchuria, and that if the 
consciences of the soldiers ti'oubled 
them they should not shoot. 


"After that," continued the yams- 
chik, *'we always knew what to do. 
We knew in our hearts that it was 
wrong to fight under such circum- 
stances. 
We marched into battle be- 
cause we had to, but after a few min- 
utes our ofiicers would all disappear; 
then we all ran away. 
We ran every 
time afterward." 


Mr. Durland told this story to a 
Red Cross nurse later for the humor 
of it. 
She laughingly said she was 
sure it was true, because one night, 
after the battle of Mukden, a young 
captain was brought into her ward 
with an injured head. 


His wounds were not serious, and 
shortly after they had been bandaged 
the officer began to laugh loudly. She 
went over to him, and asked what 
amused him so greatly. 


"The way I was wounded," he re- 
plied. 
"Our regiment had not been 
long exposed to fire when I decided 
it was too hot for comfort, 
I looked 
all about for some place of shelter. 
At last I espied a small gully or ra- 
vine, so, suddenly running toward it, 
I leaped in, only to find my general 
and my colonel there before me. 


"Well, there wasn't room for all 
three of us, so we began to nudge 
and push each other, for none want- 
ed to get into the open again.

ally the general said to me: 


" 'Captain, you are not

Using Sea Weed. 


Of late years the chief use to which 
sea weed has been put In this coun­ 
try is as fertilizer, and in this direc­ 
tion the department of agriculture has 
made some interesting investigations. 
As sea weed taken direc'tly from the 
rocks contains about 80 per cent of 
water, and as it Is most valuable for 
fertilizer when it is only partly dried, 
it is clear that it is useful for that 
purpose only along the coast. 
But 
1t has been carried eight or ten miles 
inland and still used effectually. 


It is a particularly good fertilizer 
for such crops as potatoes and clover, 
which require plenty of potasli. 
It is 
said that there is no place in New 
England where red clover grows so 
well as near Rye beach, where the 
soil has been fertilized with sea weed 
ever since the country was settled. In 
that locality it perpetuates itself and 
grows on the same land year after 
year without reseeding.—Washington 
Posit.

We, who send wireless messages 
through space, and draw flames out 
of the air, agree that nowadays no­ 
body believes in ghosts. 
Phantoms 
prowl only to disturb the slumbers of 
those who have looked on the red 
lobster and duskily rich plum pud­ 
ding too affectionately, and in Lon­ 
don there exists a society organized 
for the purpose of exposing ghosts 
and evicting them from their favor­ 
ite lairs. 


No census has ever been taken 
|* of the 
well 
authenticated - family 
ghosts of Great Britain, nor have any 
statistics been compiled as to the 
number of haunted houses that the 
United Kingdom boasts. 
Still, it is 
safe to say that the figures, if they 
could be given, would not only sur­ 
prise the 
average 
American, but 
prove that ghosts die hard in Eng­ 
land. 


It is the peasant and the aristo­ 
crat who refuse to deny ghost3 both 
sheltei and respect, and what is a 
little overwhelming to some Ameri 
cans is to find how very seriously 
ghosts are considered by the laborers 
and the lords. 
Active middle-class 
folk do not ordinarily have much 
time to spare, even in England, for 
speculation on the supernatural. 


Yet it can be shown that even in 
this 
excessively 
incredulous 
day 
some of the busiest and most highly 
regarded ghosts in Great Britain are 
still conducting their blood-curdling 
business at the old stands where they 
have beeri practising as spectres for 
ages. 


There is, for instance, the Gray 
Woman o5 Windsor. 
Nobody knows 
how long she has been haunting the 
royal castle, except perhaps the royal 
family, who could tell when she first 
appeared 
and 
the 
tragic circum­ 
stances out of which, in good ortho­ 
dox fashion, she was evolved. 
But 
the royal family refuses to discuss 
the Gray Woman, whose duty is to 
herald the approaching death of any 
resident of the castle. 


She always comes in the Horse­ 
shoe Court, 
one of the 
oldest and 
quaintest parts of Windsor, and her 
materialization takes place at dusk. 
Nobody can deny that the tradition 
concerning this slim creature, clad 
in gray and wearing her gray hair 
flowing, has always disturbed and 
distressed the owners of the great 
pile. 


Windsor is not popular with King 
Edward, and in the later years of her 
life, Queen Victoria never found her­ 
self happy in the castle. 
To avoid 
it in winter, she went to Osborne 
House, and to avoid it in summer, 
she dwelt in Balmoral Castle. 


Until the time of her husband’s 
death, she 
was very 
much at the 
castle. 
One afternoon, though, on 
happening to look down from her 
window into the Horseshoe Court, 
she saw a gray figure standing in 
the dusk under the shelter of the 
cloisterlike gallery that runs around 
the inclosure. 


The queen sent to know who the 
woman was, and why she was there, 
but no woman could be discovered by 
her lady of the bedchamber. A week 
later, the Prince Consort was dead, 
and then the sorrowing wife learned 
w hat the 
appearance of 
the Gray 
Woman portends. 


At intervals, King Edward stops 
at Windsor, but never for Long. He 
prefers 
Sandringham, 
Balmoral 
Castle, Buckingham Palace or his 
friends* houses, to this homo of his 
ancestors overlooking the Thames; 
and persons who boast their ability 
to draw 
conclusions 
from certain 
royal 
movements 
insist 
that the 
orders recently given for the enlarge­ 
ment of Sandringham House are the 
direct result of the Gray W oman’s 
most reccnt appearance and the ex­ 
cessive nervous fears from which the 
delicate Princess Victoria suffered as 
a result. 


A few weeks ago, a terrified groom 
insisted that in the February dusk 
he saw a gray figure gliding in the 
shadows 
of 
the 
Horseshoe Court. 
Several days 
later a child 
in the 
castle mews died, which explained 
the phantom's appearance. 


Nevertheless, as Princess Victoria 
cannot stop at Windsor for more than 
a few days at a time, the money that 
was to be spent on the castle is now 
to be devpted to the K ing’s Norfolk 
place. 
Sandringham House will now 
be made large enough for all pur­

entertainment, and 
Windsor will be ignored, more and 
more, for the new house, where no 
ghost has ever been seen.— From the 
House Beautiful.

On his way to visit Tolstoi, Mr. 
Kellogg Durland, the author of “The 
Red Reign,” fell in with a friendly 
yamschik, or peasant driver, who be­ 
gan by telling Mr. Durland that he 
had only recently come back from 
Manchuria, where he had served all 
through the war. 
It was evident that 
he had not enjoyed the service par­ 
ticularly, for he told how, after the 
first battle, he and seven of his com­ 
rades held a secret council. 


They all agreed that war was a 
bad job. 
Not one of them knew just 
why he was fighting, and the idea of 
shooting people whom they did not 
know, and in return being shot at, 
appeared to them as wrong. 
At the 
same time, the government and their 
officers made them do these things. 


One old soldier, from Tula, the 
town of Tolstoi’s home, suggested 
writing to Tolstoi, and a letter was 
indited and sent to him. 
In the 
course of time these soldiers received 
their answer, in which Tolstoi told 
them that he believed all war was 
wrong; that the army had no busi­ 
ness in Manchuria, and that if the 
consciences of the soldiers ti'oubled 
them they should not shoot. 


“After that,” continued the yams- 
chik, “ we always knew what to do. 
We knew in our hearts th at it was 
wrong to light under such circum­ 
stances. 
We marched into battle be­ 
cause we had to, but after a few min­ 
utes our officers would all disappear; 
then we all ran away. 
We ran every 
time afterw ard.” 


Mr. Durland told this story to a 
Red Cross nurse later for the humor 
of it. 
She laughingly said she was 
sure it was true, because one night, 
after the battle of Mukden, a young 
captain was brought into her ward 
with an injured head. 


His wounds were not serious, and 
shortly alter they had been bandaged 
the officer began to laugh loudly. She 
went over to him, and asked what 
amused him so greatly. 


“The way I was wounded,” he re­ 
plied. 
“Our regiment had not been 
long exposed to fire when I decided 
it was too hot for comfort. 
I looked 
all about for some place of shelter. 
At last I espied a small gully or ra­ 
vine, so, suddenly running toward it, 
I leaped in, only to find my general 
and my colonel there before me. 


“Well, there wasn’t room for all 
three of us, so we began to nudge 
and push each other, for none want­ 
ed to get into the open again. 
Fin­ 
ally the general said to me: 


“ ‘Captain, you are not showing 
becoming deference to your superior 
officers, sir!* 


“At that,” concluded the young 
captain, “I had to crawl out.
